The Synod, thus organized, consisted of 53 members. —The 
Rev’d. President infurmed the brethren, that, according to the 
Constitution an election must be held for officers ; the Rev’d- 
P. Filbert, and Mr Bickel, were directed to superintend the 
election,—the votes having been counted, it appeared that the 
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; Rey. J. Miller of Reading, was elected President. 
PRev. J. P. Hecht of Easton, was elected Secretary—and 
Rey. J. Becker of Lancaster, was elected Treasurer.

The Session was opened with prayer. 
Rev’d. Reeller, Chairman of the first Committee, reported as

On motion resolved, that the widow Ritz receive a sum equal 
to that usually given—and that $'5 healso sent to Rev’d Stock, 
The letter alluded to above, and at the instance of the breth- 
ren literally inserted in the German minutes was pastoral; desi- 
ring the brethren to pay particular attention to certain points, 
which the venerable writer concieves to be important to all 
Christians—directing the attention to the injunction of the 
_Apostle 1 ‘Tim. 4, 16, and to the doctrine of atonement, foun- 
ded upon the exhortation “ Be ye reconciled,” &c —and ad- 
montshing the Syaod,to leave nothing untried, which might con- 
duce to the extension of the Church. 

_ The letter of Dr. Hazelins, which seemed to involve the ques- 
tion, whether a correspondence between the respective Synods, 
was not preferable to the sending of Delegates, was publicly
